Dr. MacLennan, speaking at 
the Engineering Honor Society 
Banquet at the Holiday Jnn, said 
that non-fiction, a mixture of 
fact and fancy, is approaching 
the essence of the scientific 
world and is actually an attempt 
to satisfy the needs of a science- 
oriented world. 

Dr. MacLennan said that cre-

ledge and pure art, art being 
used to release tensions of 
man’s inner world and to cntcr- 
tain”.

A student editor who 
fails to reply honestly and solely on the 
results he gets can do the same.

ratings, can expect to come out poorly in 
the Guide, and rightly so. An effective 
Course Guide calls for co-operation on both 
sides. (Funny, we thought that was an ac- 
cepted fact in most aspects of university 
education.) 


Actually, as at any fair-sized university, 
the relationship between faculty and stud- 
ents at McGill has always been rather strain- 
ed. That's one of the main reasons why our 
Course Guide, produced with the blessing 
and assistance of the University, was a very 
significant milestone. And that’s why every- 
one should be dissatisfied with the present 


situation and unwilling to see the Course 


Guide fold. 


The new editor’s arguments against 
publication this fall are cogent ones and 
are made from a conscientious position. 


However, considering the monetary incen- 


tive open to this year’s staff and the hap- 
hazard methods used in some aspects of 
last year’s production, there seems little 
doubt that a book of equal scope and effec- 
tiveness could still be produced. 

No doubt another twelve months of 
study and preparation could result in a far 
superior product. But in the fluid college 
environment, a year’s rest usually means a 
lot of old and forgotten battles have to be 
fought anew. 

The gap without the Guide will be the 
faculty's doing as well. To. question the 
Course Guide's effectiveness because it ties 
a professor’s name to a specific course shows 
a most infantile and defensive attitude 
toward the whole ‘project. If the presence 
of professors’. names is so unnecessary and 
so incriminating, why then do they appear 
in the supposedly disinterested Arts and 
Science calendar? Doesn't this publication 
aid in the selection of courses too? 

A constructive concern for the Course 
Guide in the context of an extracurricular 
classroom, might prompt a teacher to ques- 
tion the techniques of tabulation, but not 
the presence of his name.

The spirit permeating these 
demands is that “McGill must 
accept UGEQ as it is.” That is 
not the way to build an organi- 
zation based on common inte- 
rests, assuming that to be 
UGEQ's intention. This is open 
to considerable doubt because 
of their frank dedication to 
French Canadian nationalism 
and disinterest in things Cana- 
dian. 


Those who grant all these 
considerations and yet maintain 
that we can change all this once 
we become members are un- 
duly optimistic. Anyone who 
knows anything about organiza- 
tions knows that the views of 
the executive prevail most of 
the time. It is difficult to ima- 
gine UGEQ’s executive encou- 
raging a dissatisfied delegation 
trying to change the direction 
of their organization. 


If McGill accepted member- 
ship under these impossible 
conditions, our delegations 
would be working under serious 
institutional and psychological 
handicaps. As long as UGEQ 
refuses to recognize our most 
clementary rights and interests, 
our delegations will necessarily 
be forced to expend the greater 
part of their efforts in fighting 
for these rights and interests. 
McGill’s delegations will not be 
able to play a constructive role 
in UGEQ until these points of 
principle are clarified. UGEQ's 
leaders should understand this 
in their own interests. Do they 





want a constructive, forward 
looking organization or one 
which will be paralyzed because 
of bitter battles over language 
rights? It they opt for the for- 
mer, the cause of unity can 
best be served if the leaders 
of UGEQ change their present 
attitude of “take it or leave it” 
to one based on “Let us sit 
down and see what we have in 
common, let us settle our diffe- 
rences on the basis of mutual 
respect for each other’s legitim- 
ate rights and interests, and 
let us_go forward.”

How do we learn? 








Last Saturday in MclIntyre’s Howard Palmer Audito- 
rium, McGill professors took up the problem of what 
goes on in the lecture hall. More than 70 faculty 
members gathered to hear a panel of their peers 
discuss “the lecture as an educational procedure 
The session was organized by McGill’s Senate Com- 
mittee on Educational Procedures, chaired by Dr. J, S. 
Marshall. It was described by a participant as “not too 
pretentious, but an expression of concern”. Student 
observers (about ten were invited) agreed that it was 
at best only a preliminary survey. 

Dr. D. C. Frye of the English Department, discuss- 
ing the “conference” method of handling large classes, 
explained why English 100 had scrapped large lectures 


+ for next session — too: much spoonfeeding, no feed- 
# back and scarcity of large-lecture skills. He went on

to question the validity of gathering students in 30-man 
sections at all. “McGill,” he said, “doesn't provide 
enough places where students can just sit and talk.” 

Dr, John Jonas of Engineering, describing the 
lecture as not an ideal instrument, but “perhaps the 
best we can afford,” pointed out that the lecture had 
a role in supplementing textbook material with up-to- 
date research. 

Professor Ronald Melzack of Psychology urged 
lecturers to speak to “the serious rebels who create 
hell at Berkeley”, and offered a series of guidelines — 
avoid overstuffed facts; bring in contemporary issues; 
talk whenever possible-about one’s own interest; offer 
a point of view to argue about; remember “the adven- 
ture in human thought and imagination” behind the 
material. 

At a later point in the discussion, Professbr Walter 
Hitschfeld, who chaired the panel, mentioned how im- 
pressed he had been by UGEQ's ideas for the lecturer, 
in its brief to the Superior Council of Education: “In 
faultless prose... they suggest such terms as ‘anima- 


teur’, ‘dépanneur’, ‘débloqueur’.” 


Professor Murray Saffran of Biochemistry outlined 
the dreams-actuality gap of the medical student, and 


The Lecture as Educational Procedure 


what the Faculty of Medicine was trying to do about it, 
‘Mull” basic topics could be hitched to presentation of 
a “case”, — “always show the need for a topic before, 
not after, the topic” — for example, a diabetic patient 
may be introduced for questioning before the study 
of sugar metabolism. He went on to ask for courses 
given in day-long rather than hour-long blocks, to 
allow a more natural cycle of treatment. 


With the exception of some of Dr. Saffran’s ideas, 


the panclism had a_heard-it-all-before ring. In the: 


lively floor discussion which followed, the trends of 
professorial thought which seemed to emerge provok- 
ed some questions. 


There was some reference fo successful and un- 
successful “experiments” with various courses, and 
to conflicting evidence they may produce, When a 
course is changed experimentally, are single variables 
isolated for study, or are several lumped together? 


Do experimental course changes have what Donald 


Kingsbury calls “predictive hypotheses”, more specific 
and testable than “if we do this it should improve 
things’? How are innovators hampered by having to 
risk changing a procedural system for a whole year, 
without being able to alter the experiment as soon as 
results may become known? To what extent are the 
principles of experimentation with pigeons and drugs 
transferable to experiments with learning systems? 

Most speakers expressed determination not to stray 
beyond the bounds of “realism”. Are . “realistic” 
barriers, such as logistic problems of classrooms, hours 
and “staff-student ratio”, really as rigid as they seem 
in the computer world? In “realistic” discussion stu- 
dent “motivation” is usually taken to be unchangeable. 
Does it perhaps vary widely depending on the learning 
environment? Does kowtowing to real or imagined 
constraints from the very beginning restrain free think- 
ing, discourage’ close analysis and limit reform to 
patching and filling the status quo? (More hopefully, 


one professor, who is on the new Arts and Science 





Committee on the First Year, spoke of shoehorning 
radical schemes into existing situations.) 


Has the professoriate in consequence been condi: — 
tioned to avoid examining underlying premises of - 
various points of view? As is common in such dis 


cussion formats, ideas tended to sail past each other 
in succession without cross-examination. At the very 
end of the session, one faculty member asked for the 


next such session to consider “what is the function 


of the university; so many of our ideas seem to depend 


on our assumptions;” he was greeted with something °°" 


approaching a tired sigh. It would be interesting, for 
instance, to hear a discussion of the implicit goals of 
the university academic experience as “socializing” — 
conditioning students to fit into society’s slots without 
fuss — or “subversive” — drawing students to question 
or overturn prevailing values.

Although the 1966-67 athletic year has a long way to go 
before the curtain is drawn ,plans are currently underway 
for the year 1967-68. Specifically, the Department of Athletics 
sports budget was released by Business Manager John Forsythe 
at the Students’ Athletics Council meeting on January 23. 


The figures arc by no means final and are subject to 
change by the Athletics Board later in the month, but there 
are a number of interesting features which warrant some 
discussion. 


The inflationary trend of prices in Canada in the past 
twelve months is reflected in the new budget as outlays for 
the department are pegged at about 11% above those of last 
year. In cold cash, the budget allowances have risen to some 
$115,974 from $104,592. 


The voracious appetite of the two football teams accounts 
for over $38,000 of this year’s expenditures, a healthy boost 
from last season when $34,000 was spent. Although the grid 
expenses account for the largest figure in the budget, business 
manager Forsythe was hasty to point out that football, especial- 
ly at the Redmen level, brings in a large amount of revenue 
to offset the expenses. However, Forsythe was unable to pin- 
point an exact figure because it depends mainly on the ticket 
sales for the Redmen home games. 


# * * 


It is safe to say that the coffers were not nearly as full 
as in previous years because the Redmen were an artistic 
flop on the field. Although McGill does not outfit a college 
squad to make a profit, it is not difficult to see why a winning 
football team would make a big difference to the financial 





‘situation. And the difference in revenues would amount to 


more than a few hundred dollars. 


The two hockey teams received almost $15,000 a year 
ago and are going to receive slightly more than $1000 more 
on this new budget. 

The various intramural leagues rank third on the list with 
over nine G's while basketball is pegged at almost 7 grand. 

The Students’ Athletics Council, which acts as an important 
liaison to the influential Athletics Board unanimously passed 
the budget at the meeting. In fact, there is usually very little 


opposition to the figures that are released, mainly because . 


each coach is asked to project his needs for the next year 
and turn his figures over to Forsythe. In short, the coach has 
almost a free hand and is rarely challenged.

SAC Vice-Chairman Wade Kenny, who is currently :man- 
ager of the Redmen hockey team, brought to Council’s atten- 
tion a problem he encountered when Redmen journeyed to 
Toronto two weekends ago. 

In accordance with his managerial responsibilities, Kenny 
is supposed to plan the team’s steak dinner before the game 
against the mighty Blues. However, the Athletics Department 
allows only $4.00 per athlete for dinner, and since the hotel 
where Redmen were staying charged $6.50 per head, the 
harassed Kenny was forced to take the team for u cheaper 
meal, 


The conscientious Mr. Forsythe promised to look into the 


matter and perhaps allow for a more generous allowance when 
the team boarded in Hogtown.

evening the Redmen were kind 
enough to furnish this formation 
for the Indians to work against. 
The Tribe demolished it. There 
is no doubt that the Indians 
are prepared, however overcon- 
fidence may cut them down.
